It was September 10,1969 when a 112-acre site called Skyline 
College, the newest of three San Mateo County community colleges, 
opened its doors to students in San Bruno. The student body 
consisted of approximately 1,850 day students and 2,000 evening 
students who filled classrooms offering transfer and career 
educational courses. During that first year, the college has been 
described as having the appearance of a barren lunar surface with 
four stark gray concrete buildings set amid a vast dirt expanse, 
unbroken by trees or lawns. 

The first college catalog was published with a variety of transfer and 
career educational couises, athletics, 76 faculty, and 8 administrators. 
The parking lots were unpaved and without parking stripes. Staff and 
students would form caravans when leaving campus on foggy 
evenings in an effort to find the one small access road (College Drive) 
to Skyline Boulevard. The first library had a collection of 13,000 books 
and was located in a campus boiler room in the basement of the 
administration building.imagine that! 

Today, Skyline College is shrouded by a large expanse of tall trees 
and well manicured lawns ovedooking the Pacific Ocean. The 
campus includes 10 buildings; 6 parking lots; a library with a 
collection of 44,000 books; 17 science and computer labs; 3 
electronic classrooms (soon to be 12); 36 academic departments; 
over 1,000 class sections per semester; 26 occupational vocational 
programs (and growing); 342 full-time and part-time faculty; 94 
support staff; and 16 administrators. Enrollments have climbed as 
high as 9,100 day and evening students, who are ethnically diverse 
(Asian=21%; Black=4%; Filipino=18%; Hispanic=20%; White=32%, 
and unknown=6%). 

Skyline College continues to be a strong and viable asset for North 
San Mateo County’s education and training needs. The college holds 
a proven reputation for quality, excellence, and student-centered pro¬ 
grams, services, faculty, and staff. We'ie proud of who we are and 
what we do as we help our students attain their educational dreams. 

Let the excellence continue!
